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Keeping Hounds Free From 
Parasites Important In 
Combating Distemper

I’ve received quite a few inquiries 
about serum versus no serum in dis- 
temper. The weight of evidence leans 
heavily in favor of a protecting shot 
of serum before exposing the pup- 
pies. Incidentally, they should not 
be exposed before around 5 months 
of age, because there is a theory that 
puppies carry some kind of protec- 
tive immunity from their mother. 
This is not always true, however, be- 
cause some vets have had distemper 
cases in even nursing pups. 

Most distemper losses are from 
the secondary invaders, various re- 
spiratory diseases following on the 
heels of distemper as pneumonia 
often follows the flu in humans. 

All of this brings up the impor- 
tance of keeping hounds in top phy- 
sical condition. His constitution and 
nature, not drugs which usually pull 
man and beast through. 

Keeping hounds free of parasites, 
expecially hookworm is especially 
important in combating distemper 
or anything else. However, too fre- 
quent wormings hurt the liver. Three 
or four times a year is_ sufficient 
after they’ve reached 6 months. 

The two drugs used in hookworm 
capsules are carbon tetrachloride or 
carbon tetrachlorethylene. Both are 
calcium  depressors. Consequently 
before worming the hounds, calcium 
content should be built up by a lot 
of milk daily for a month before the 
worming, and a few weeks following. 

Only worm capsules put out by 
one of the leading pharmaceutical 
houses should be used as any drugs 
other than C. P. ones are dangerous, 
and this includes many of the patent 
medicine type of products on . the 
market. 

Kennels should be treated daily 
with a salt solution or a blow torch, 
as nothing else kill the hookworm 
ege. 

In bad cases of distemper when 
hounds have little or no appetite, 
they should have whiskey and raw 
eggs at frequent intervals, and be 
kept in a temperature as near 70 
degrees as possible, and out of 
drafts. 

In this latter treatment, cases 
have been reported where the ken- 
nel staff took the whiskey and gave 
their charges the raw eggs, probably 
feeling they had a light case of dis- 
temper coming on themselves. To 
insure the whiskey reaching the pro 
per recipient, it is advisable to put 
a touch of some evil smelling and 
evil.tasting cough medicine in the 
bottle. 

When exposing young hounds to 
distemper, it is advisable to choose 
a time when the weather is mild and 
dry.

From The Hunting Journal of 
J. Stanley Reeve 


Saturday, March 28 
It is always a great satisfaction 
and pleasure to close a hunting sea- 
son with a really good day’s sport, 
and the Cheshire Foxhounds bade 
adieu to their admiring followers at 
4 o'clock this afternoon, after hav- 
ing given their field 3 delightful 
hunts and as much galloping as the 
most ardent thruster could desire. 

“Birds of a feather flock together” 
is a very old saying, and apparently 
the adage is equally true with foxes 
and fox coverts, Certain coverts in- 
variably hold stout running foxes. A 
covert of that sort is the Burnt House 
Swamp, usually the first draw from 
a Saturday meet at Mr. Stewart's 
Cheshire Kennels. After waiving 
hounds in the top-end of cover, Char- 
lie Smith usually canters round the 
corner to the ride on the east side, 
this procedure taking probably fif- 
teen or twenty seconds; but to-day 
the pack had found their fox and 
were screaming away by the time 
Charlie reached the easterly side, 
and for the next 50 minutes these 
painstaking English hounds pushed 
on, in a downpour of rain, behind a 
twisting fox, who eventually eluded 
them at Chatham, after making a 
4 1-2 mile point. From his home 
covert this fox led hounds to Upland, 
bore right-handed, and it looked as 
if our pilot was pointing towards 
Pinkerton’s; but swinging back in 
the meadow to Upland, hounds cross- 
ed the Brooklawn road to Saw Mill 
wood, and keeping the Hannum house 
on their left, ran on _ nearly to 
Maule’s, crossed the State road to the 
Gwedna farm, and recrossing the 
road to Maule’s were brought to 
their noses in the Maule farm-yard. 
It was only a moment’s check, as a 
wide ranging hound spoke down the 
lane; then running with great drive 
through Carter’s Thicket, hounds 
crossed Bromley’s, and _ keeping 
South Club Hill on their right, ran 
over the broad Houston fields, and 
crossing the Street Road to Moore’s, 
bore westward over the John Logan 
farm, and eventually ran out of scent 
at Chatham. 

Lamborntown Wood was the next 
order of the day, and despite the 
wind and the rain, it produced a fox 
that in breaking covert ran head on 
into the gale of wind. Scent was 
breast high and the pack much too 
close for comfort, so doubling back 
through the wood, with hounds snap- 
ping at his brush, this fox took us 
across Mr. Kerr’s to Bromley’s and 
over the road to South Club Hill and 
on to the Houston farm, where

Hunting, likened by so many to War “without its guilt’, has always lent 
itself as a subject for the greatest poets and writers—Xenophon, Pliny, Op- 
pian, Gratius, Nemesianus, Virgil, Ovid, and modern writers too numerous to 
mention, down to England’s Poet Laureate, John Masefield. His ‘‘Reynard 
the Fox’’, which, as all hunting men know, deals with a day’s sport from the 
time hounds arrive at the meet in the morning until late at night when, to 
use his own words:— 

“* * * the Hunt came home and the hounds were fed, 
“They climbed to the bench and went to bed.” 
is, I think, a masterpiece which everyone who hunts should read. 

But no one, at least to my knowledge, has written an epic poem that 
deals with the entire subject of hunting except William Somervile, who was 
born in 1677 and died on July 19th, 1742,—two hundred years ago. THE 
CHACE might well be called a treatise on hunting, written In the form of a 
“Georgic’’ poem, and perhaps no better description of the work can be given 
than its opening lines: — 18 

“The Chace I sing, hounds, and their various breed, 
“And no less various Use * * ¥#* 
‘‘* * * the Sport of Kings; 
“Image of War, without its Guilt.” At 

The poem itself is divided into four books. In the first, the author takes 
up the origin of hunting, describes a few of the early methods in which it 
was practiced and goes on to say that the best hounds and the best horses are 
bred in England. He then tells us something of the construction and location 
of a kennel, from which Beckford, writing his famous THOUGHTS ON 
HUNTING, which was published fifty years later, quotes freely; an example 
which has been followed by many of the best writers on the subject since 
that time. Somervile goes on to describe the different sorts of hounds used 
in each different chace, and then enters into a lengthy discussion of scent, 
which is most interesting and which deals with that complex subject fully as 
intelligently as any discussion by more modern authors. 

The second book describes the hunting, in all its parts, of the roebuck 
and of the hare, and then tells of the Asiatic way of hunting. The third 
book tells of the transition to foxhunting, which is again described in great 
detail. He also speaks of ‘‘the several engines to destroy foxes, and other 
wild beasts;’’ and then tells of the pitfalls employed in the eapture of lions 
and elephants, and the ancient way of hunting the ‘‘Tyger with a mirrour”, 
Next, he goes into the Arabian manner of hunting the wild boar, and then 
there follows a description of the Royal Stag-Chace at Windsor Forest, con- 
cluding with an address to His Majesty and an eulogy upon Mercy. 

The fourth book deals with the necessity of destroying ‘‘some beasts and 
preserving others for the use of man’; of the breeding of hounds and the 
care of whelps and the necessity of sending them to ‘‘walk’’. He then goes 
on to describe the details of breaking and entering young hounds, and gives 
quite an exhaustive statement of the treatment of the diseases of hounds, 
including ‘“‘dumb and outrageous madness’’. He finally concludes his work 
with a description of otter hunting. ; 

No sportsman can read this poem 
out being struck by the fact that the changes which the sport has undergone 
during the last two hundred years are mainly those of detail, the principles 
remaining the same; and it seems to me that it may be of interest to modern 
sportsmen to learn what manner of man the author was, bearing in mind that 
his- poem probably had a greater influence on those writers who followed 
him than anything which had been written up to that time. 

The following memoir, gleaned from an old number of THE SPORTING 
MAGAZINE, written by one Gilbert Forester, was published more than a 
hundred years ago. It runs as follows: 

“According to promise I forward you a memoir of our poet Somervile, 
gleaned from the storehouse of my friend, Mr. Webb’s memory who, being 
bred and born a Warwickshire man, knows more of him than most people. 
His (Mr. Webb’s) sporting education was conducted by the fostering care of 
the Bard’s huntsman; so that you may depend upon this short sketch being

authentic. 

“Remember, I don’t profess to give you the life of William Somervile, 
Esq., with notes and annotations, and God knows what, interlarded, like a 
fashionable biography, with copious accounts of every trifling affair of life— 
his hour of rising, the quantity he ate, whether he shaved every day or only 
once a’ week, etc., etc. No! It will be a rapid sketch, rudely’ written by a

The Radnor Hunt Cup is one of 
the greatest cross country races in 
America.

his own energy, initiative and 
ability. 

When he took over at Pimlico, it 
was predicted by the cynics that the 
consequences would be immaterial. 

That he was young, enthusiastic, 
aggressive, anxious to get into a 
wider field than the mere ownership 
of a racing stable (however big and 
important it might be) afforded him. 

That “Old Hilltop’’ would be his 
plaything for a season or two and 
then he would tire of the responst- 
bilities and exactions which such a 
job laid upon him and would retire 
as unceremoniously as he had enter- 
ed the picture there. 

Moreover, aS soon as he took con- 
trol, he began a series of innovations, 
alterations, changes of policy and 
method that aroused the criticism, 
sometimes severe, of those wedded to 
the laissez faire system of doing 
things. Their predictions of the re- 
sults that would follow were draped 
with crepe. 

What happened was the exact 
opposite. 

Under Mr. Vanderbilt’s manage- 
ment Pimlico not only became ‘‘big- 
ger and better’ than ever before— 
the results attained had a decidedly 
stimulating influence upon the sport 
as a whole, both in and outside of 
Maryland. 

Just about that time it became 
apparent that Belmont Park, our 
greatest racing plant and the pride 
of all devoted turfmen, was drifting. 
That it needed a new executive who 
would give it the full benefit of his 
time, thought, energy and enterprise 
in order to keep it where it belong- 
ed. Namely, at the head of American 
race courses. 

Much speculation was indulged in 
about its future and _ considerable 
doubt and trepidation as well. 

At this momentous interval, Mr. 
Vanderbilt came forward. Not only 
had he falsified all the predictions 
made about what would follow ac 
Pimlico after he took it over—he had 
also falsified the predictions that he 
was merely looking for playthings of 
which he would tire after the novelty 
wore off. 

The sequel at Belmont Park prov- 
ed the same as the sequel at Pimlico. 
Its details are so familiar that far- 
ther mention is unnecessary. Suffice 
it to say that broken records, of all 
kinds, have been the outstanding 
feature. 

It is difficult at this moment to 
envision Pimlico and Belmont Park 
minus Mr. Vanderbilt, so thoroughly 
has he succeeded in identifying him- 
self with them in every aspect otf 
their organization and activity. 

Doubtless time will be necessary 
for the readjustment that must be 
accomplished—a readjustment all the 
more difficult because of the present 
conditions. 

But that it will be accomplished, 
and accomplished successfully, there 
is no reason to doubt. 

Meanwhile, let all sportsmen unite 
in applauding this great young turf- 
man’s action and wish him God- 
Speed beneath his country’s flag and 
4 safe and triumphant return to the 
field from which he will be so great- 
ly missed.

The March fox like the anchor 
man on a losing relay team ran like 
blazes but couldn’t make up _ the 
ground previously lost. It has peen a 
poor season, though an open one. 
Scenting conditions were so rarely 
good and foxes apparently so scarce 
that discouragement settled like a 
pall over us all. That every young 
and not so young hunting man has 
joined the armed services has also 
had a properly sobering effect. Then 
because the ladies of the hunt dove 
headiong into war works of every 
kind, we had for the first few months 
after Pearl Harbor, fields of 3 and 4 
shamefaced and uncomfortable souls. 
Now that sufficient time has been 
had for folks to get themselves 
straightened out and we hunt twice 
and not thrice a week, the fields 
average 35 and everyone comeg out 
grateful for a day with horse and 
hound. 

Except for a day in December, the 
26th, and one in late January, the 
3ist, there has been no sport worthy 
of record until March 21. On this 
day, also March 25 and 28, scent has 
been really good and foxes plentiful 
and the runs have averaged 30 minu- 
tes and the points been 4 to 6 miles. 
Allison has been hunting a mixed 
pack, due to the cutting down of the 
number of hounds in the kennels, 
and these select couples have natur- 
ally shown the best of sport. 

We hunt one more week and then 
whether Allison and Charlie, air 
raid wardens, will be able to resume 
their offices as huntsman and 1st 
whipper-in when September rolls 
around, depends on the spirit of 
sacrificial service and courage of the 
citizens of the United States. 

When [I think of what freedom 
means to me, it not only includes 
freedom of worship, the striving to- 
ward real equality of opportunity 
and justice for all and special privi- 
lege for none, but such sports as 
bring a closer kinship with earth and 
sky to every man, and certainly the 
sport that leads that list is foxhunt- 
ing.—Betty Babcock.

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Notes From 
Great Britain 


By J. FAIRFAX BLAKEBOROUGH 


The Friendships Formed And 
Knowledge Gained On Turf 
Are Invaluable To Man 


The other day I paid a yisit to one 
of the most important training 
stables. Such visits used to be fre- 
quent, in these days of difficult 
travel they are few and far between. 
I was anxious to see northern candi- 
dates for the classics, to hear what 
the trainer had to say about them, 
and to renew contacts, now so sadly 
interrupted. Said the trainer ‘“‘I hear 
there is an idea that the Derby win- 
ner may this year be in the north. 

“In my opinion last year’s form is 
so unreliable that it is impossible to 
take it as a guide. Moreover, we’re 
all much more in the dark than at 
ordinary times as to what work 
horses in other stables have been do- 
ing and how they have so far winter- 
ed. 

“A lot can even now happen before 
The Derby”. AS a matter of fact 
there are very few entries for the 
Derby and other classic races from 
northern stables, and some of these 
few will not survive the acceptance 
stage. 

Middleham is not represented in 
the Derby, for which Capt. Elsey has 
two possible runners—Lord Hare- 
wood’s St. Fechin and Mr. P. Jack- 
son’s Balmoral. The Beverley train- 
er, Hammett, also has two—Precis- 
ian and Bombardia. 

These 4 are also in the St. Leger 
and (Precisian excepted), in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, They have winter- 
ed well, have had little stoppage in 
the work, and [J gather 8 of them will 
go to the post for The Derby. When 
the acceptance day is past I will have 
something more to say about these 
animals. 

Few Derby Horses From North 

My trainer friend remarked 
“Somehow one feels there’ll be little 
honour in winning a ‘‘New” Derby, 
the stud value of the winner will not 
be the same as in normal times, and 
the pages of turf history containing 
the story of these war time classics 
will in future years be turned over 
very quickly as of little interest, 
small account and insignificant in- 
fluence on bloodstock breeding’’. 
Then he said “I don’t know how long 
ago it is since a north country train- 
ed horse won The Derby, but it’s not 
been in my time..How long is it?” 
It was in 1869 that Tom Dawson sent 
Pretender from Tupgill, Middleham, 
to capture the Epsom honours. John 
Osborne rode the winner, beating 
Pero Gomez by a head, although 
Wells to his dying day said he won 
the race on Pero Gomez. He had his 
revenge in the St. Leger, in when 
Pero Gomez turned the tables op 
Pretender. 

After winning the Two Thousand 
Guineas, Pretender became favourite 
for the Derby but Sir Jos. Hawley 
backed his own horse (Pero Gomez) 
to win a big fortune. He created a 
Sensation when on settling day he 
let it be known he had given notice 
to Messers. Weatherby not to pay 
Over The Derby stakes on the grounds 
that the nominator of Pretender had 
died before the day of the race. As a 
Matter of fact, Mr. Sadler, the Don- 
caster breeder and nominator, was 
at Epsom, backed Pretender and 
Saw him win. 

Little Lads and Girls 

Reverting to my visit to the north- 


ern trainer, one could not but be 
struck by the influence the war has 
had on his, and on all other similar 
establishments. There was not that 
air of busy and light-hearted activity, 
not the usual bright, cheery atmos- 
phere in the saddleroom and in the 
faces of the little lads who (with a 
few girls) are doing the work. Many 
boxes are empty, all the men of mili- 
tary age have gone, there is little 
coming and going of owners; the 
“touts” have had to find other oc- 
cupations, and altogether there is an 
air, if not of gloom, certainly of 
something entirely different to what 
one was accustomed in peace times. 
Huntsman Killed by Hounds 

I was asked the other day if there 
is any truth in the story that a hunts- 
man (the legend says the predeces- 
sor to Will Grant, whom so many of 
us remember) to Lord Middleton’s 
Yorks pack was killed by hounds 
when quelling an evening squabble 
at the Birdsall (Malton) kennels. At- 
tacked he may have been but killed 
he certainly was not. There are a 
number of other stories of huntsmen 
having met their death under sim!- 
lar circumstances but probably most 
of them have no foundation in fact. 

Not Safe in Kennels 

In a book which [| edited for the 
late Tom Andrews, (better known as 
“Gin and Beer’’), he states that Tom 
Pitt, second whipper-in to the Wor- 
chestershire Hunt, was killed in ken- 
nel by that pack and the famous 
Tom Smith (long Bramham Moor 
huntsman, and one of the family 
whose members so long hunted the 
Brocklesby) said it was never safe 
to go into a kennel at night without 
taking a whip and wearing keunel 
clothes, Here are his words: 

‘Hounds are very powerful ani- 
mals, and often savage when their 
passions have been raised by fight- 
ing. The mere use of the voice is not 
sufficient to control them at night on 
such occasions, without the outward 
symbols of authority which they are 
accustomed to obey, and which they 
at once recognize. Serious injuries 
have sometimes been suffered 
through going into the kennel at 
such times in ordinary clothes, when 
the inmates have failed to recognise 
the person endeavouring to quell the 
riot, and a fatal termination is not 
unknown.” 

Jack Bevans, in his Reminiscences, 
told us that when he arrived at the 
South Durham’ kennels as_ first 
whipper-in, William Claxon had just 
been appointed as huntsman. They 
had been together at Brocklesby and 
found a terrible state of affairs at 
the South Durham kennels at Hard- 
wick Park. He goes on: 

“We found the hounds a_ very 
rough lot and the kennels in a dirty, 
untidy state. The hounds were all 
colours, sizes, all ages and in all 
diseases. About 40 couples of them. 
We had a few days shooting amongst 
them and thinned them out well. We 
coupled together all we could and 
took them out by way of breaking 
them in they were so wild. After 
coupling freely for a time we got 
them more sociable and broken in, 
but it was a rare job. At first some 
of them would fly at you if you 
showed them a pair of couples, and 
the kennelman told us he could not 
couple several of them at all, but by 
perseverance we managed to get the 
best of them’’. 

Still Hunting At 83 

Still speaking of hunting I went 
the other day to hear ‘Lord. Gainford 
relate some of his reminiscences. His 
lordship is still hunting with the 
Zetland at 83 years old and told us 
that his participation in all forms of 
recreation and sport from his school

Editorials 


THE HUNT MEETING’S SANTA CLAUS 











“Here comes Santa Claus’’, that is the way members and stewards of the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association could have greeted Lewis E. 
Waring, president of the United Hunts Racing Association, when he entered 
their office with the announcement that his organization, in an effort to help 
steeplechasing through the first year of this difficult duration, would con- 
tribute towards money purses of other hunt meetings. Instead, with dignity 
becoming the fine sportsman Mr. Waring, who has so long been interested in 
the welfare of the colorful game of racing between the flags, the N. S. & H. A. 
officials quietly and graciously accepted the generosity of the United Hunts, 
with ‘“‘This is a Christmas, a Thanksgiving for steeplechasing.”’ 

Actually what the United Hunts Association decided upon in their annual 
January meeting was that they could go about helping the smaller hunt 
meetings who might have hard times in 1942. The idea was Mr. Waring’s. 
He put it before the directors who gave it unanimous backing. United Hunts 
had enjoyed good years, when the sun had shone and attendances had been 
great and memberships and other revenue had swelled a bank balance. Unit- 
ed Hunts had the will to help and the happy combination of the money to 
do it with. 

Hunt meetings have suffered and will suffer more with wartime conditions, 
through travel restrictions and subscribers ceasing philanthropic backing. 
Consequently The United Hunts, at the suggestion of its president, felt it 
could set aside a fund to be used for the sole purpose of contributing to the 
money purses of those hunt meetings coming up with financial reverses. The 
United Hunts has offered to contribute, (when called upon, and when satis- 
factory statements are submitted showing losses), to the extent of % of the 
purse monies put up on the basis that the hunt meeting was run in 1941. 
A meeting suffering a reverse may be backed up to the extent of 124%%, 
(i, e. a meeting losing money which has put up $4,000 in cash purse monies 
would be assisted by The United Hunts fund to the extent of $500). 

The altruistic gesture of The United Hunts comes precisely in the spirit 
of this Association’s motto: ‘For Sport’s Sake and Better Sport.”’ This offer 
of guaranteeing should act as a strong impetus to steeplechasing and the 
hunt meetings and likewise a stimulant to those subscribers and members of 
hunt meetings who have previously made their individual meeting possible. 
These patrons must continue their support, for the United Hunts’ generosity 
is a challenge to their individual support. 

The pride of members and subscribers in their fome hunt meeting should 
be sufficient that they will not hang back and sag let United Hunts do it. 
Whereas United Hunts is helping, this help is n@t the be all and end all 
guarantee. It is just a small guarantee.. To dat@ Sandhills, Carolina Cup 
and Aiken meetings have known bad days. Weadpther and transportation 
problems have had effect in decreased attendance. @These meetings have had 
to call upon sportsmen to carry them through. hese meetings have had 
to accept the United Hunts’ generous offer. Now hat the racing has mov- 
ed northwards, into more populated areas, there @e many more reasons to 
hope for successful meetings, and with this publiation of the fact that a 
great association like United Hunts is lending a nd, hunt meeting sports- 
men and benefactors should all the more step In Bne, show sufficient pride 
and initiative that every possible financial income‘Source is searched before 
turning to the 1942 Santa Claus for the hunt meetings as a final resort.

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William Somervile—1677 - 1742

rude sportsman, fit only for a sportsman’s library; and as such if you think 
the preamble long enough, I commend it to my brethren. 

“William Somervile drew the first breath of life in the Manor House of 
Edstone, in the County of Warwick, 1677, and gave up his last within its 
venerable walls, July the 19th, 1742. In this fine old mansion his ancestors 
had resided for centuries, universally esteemed and respected. His father 
died young, leaving him and a sister to the tender care of their sorrowing 
mother, a woman of the highest attainments. On reaching his tenth year, 
our Bard was sent to school at Stratférd-on-Avon, and here, in the birth- 
place of the divinest Genius that ever honoured a country, were nurtured 
those seeds of Poesy which afterwards bloomed so finely in THE CHACE. 
From Stratford, he went to that excellent classical academy, Winchester; 
where, at the age of eighteen, he obtained a scholarship, which with the help 
of his talents, ultimately led to a fellowship at New College, Oxford. 

“During his vacations, he resided principally with his mother, and be- 
came enthusiastically fond of field sports. He kept three or four terriers, and 
with them hunted hare and fox, baited the badger, and, in the summer, 

‘O’er the dark rushy marsh 
‘The sly, goose-footed prowler sought., 

“From the time of his quitting college till his death, he resided with 
his sister at Edstone. Here he found that leisure and recreation so congenial 
to his feelings; and he now began to be a sportsman in earnest. Retired from 
the world, and independent of its caprice, blessed with an affectionate sister, 
and surrounded by the scenes of nature, his only cares being those of a 
sportsman, his worst enemy being the WEATHER, I can easily imagine 
Somervile to have been a happy poet,—a character too seldom met with; for, 
take the lives of poets and philosophers on an average, it will be found that 
nine out of ten LIVE in misery, and DIE beggars. Ah! Genius, why art 
thou born to be unhappy? Why are thy eager wings clipped, and thy imag- 
ination arrested in its flight to Heaven by the base and grovelling calcula- 
tions of this calculating world? Why must thou pine in solitude, and waste 
thy youth and health over a farthing rushlight, when ignorance and impud- 
ence flaunt in broad daylight? ‘But ’twas ever thus’, and will be to the end 
of the chapter. Let us, therefore, be thankful our own poet, our varmint 
Somervile, escaped those evils to which so many of the fraternity are expos- 
ed, and proceed with the memoir. 

“Here then did he commence hunting like a gentleman, and 
“A different hound for every different chase 
‘Selected with judgment.’ 
The site of his kennel, as will be seen, was well chosen, 
‘On a little eminence erect,’ 
facing the Southeast, with a grove of willow, poplar, and elms, at the back, 
to shield it from the North and West winds. The kennel was spacious, with 
a fine brook babbling through. He kept about twelve couple of beagles, bred 
chiefly between the small Cotswold harrier and the Southern hound; six 
couple of foxhounds, rather rough, and wire-haired; and five couple of otter- 
hounds, which, in the winter season, made an addition to the foxhounds. 
The country he hunted was chiefly woodland, except where his beagles were 
generally thrown off, and every parish, being unenclosed, yielded excellent 
sport. To the feeding of his hounds, and the management and arrangement 
of his kennel, he attended himself,—(it would be well for masters of hounds 
to follow his example in this particular)——and was assisted by one Hoitt, a 
boy about twelve years of age, whom he had taken into his service, and who 
afterwards attained the supreme honour of being huntsman, and lived with 
him to his death. 

“He conducted the chase himself, leaving a man in the kennel to pre- 
pare the food, who was in the capacity of earth-stopper. His stud was small, 
four nags being the greatest number he ever had in the stable; employing 
his favorite, Old Ball, three times in the week. Old Ball was a real good 
English hunter, standing about fifteen hands high, with black legs, short 
back, high in the shoulders, large barrel, thin head, cropped ears, and a white 
blaze down the face. It is said that Somervile’s income was £1500 per an- 
num, but half that sum will be found nearer the mark; he had a comfortable 
sufficiency, a LIBERAL one for a prudent man... . but when was GENIUS 
ever provident? Poor Somervile certainly was not, and his inattention to 
pecuniary matters, combined with his great liberality, unfortunately plunged 
him into difficulties (though not POVERTY), and prompted him to take 
refuge in a temporary LETHE; and that bright imagination and cheerful 
mind became obscured and overcome by the indulgence of a sensual vice. 
His favourite drink was TODDY,—a mixture of rum and black currant jelly, 
with a very sparing dash of water,—an excellent and healing beverage after 
a hard day’s exercise, when taken moderately, but in Somervile’s case, an in- 
sinuating poison. His poor huntsman used frequently to observe to Mr. 
Webb, with much NAIVITE—‘What a pity master should be so overcome— 
but he was every day hunting and being hunted.’ As a gentleman and com- 
panion, Somervile was perfect; as a magistrate, skilful, upright, and useful; 
as a sportsman, I can only say, all who wish to become really such, may 
(with the exception of the toddy) form themselves on his model. 

‘A Sportsman’s skill whoever means to claim, 
‘Must read his book, and then he’ll know his game.’ 

“He followed hounds to the day of his death, and in the very last year, 
had a dinner given him by two hundred gentlemen in honour of the chival- 
rous deeds he had performed in the field. At this meeting he offered to bet 
fifty pounds he would kill his hares, and pick them up too, before any of the 
young bloods present could accomplish it (PROVIDED they would let him 
hunt the hounds), which was, of course, assented to, and the veteran, to the 
discomfiture of many, won the FIFTY. 

“It must ever be a subject of regret that so fine a character should so 
soon have been taken away; for Somerville, though broken in constitution, 
was far from being an old man when he died. 

‘Alas! too soon, 
‘After so short a time of breath. 
‘To house with darkness and with death!’ 


Somervile’s memory has been honoured by an elegant Latin epitaph from 


a, 
the classic pen of Dr. Parr, which is too well known to require recapitulation 
here. It is one of the finest compositions that ever emanated from that able 
scholar, or indeed any other, and is of itself sufficient to immortalize the 
name. Hoitt, the huntsman, had a similar honour paid him by a poet of dis. 
tinction, as a memento of useful though humble virtues. 

“The life of Somervile glided on like a peaceful stream; he enjoyed g 
larger share of happiness than generally falls to the lot of mortals; no evil 
passions disturbed his repose; he envied no man, injured none; and but tor 
the indulgence of the foible I have mentioned (and which in that day Was no 
discredit to a SPORTSMAN), his.existence would have been irreproachable 
But ‘there is none PERFECT, no not one’; and I therefore think we may yep. 
ture to appropriate to our departed brother those exquisite lines of Metas. 
tasio,— 

“Ardito spiri, chi puol senza rossore, 
‘Ramentar come visse, aller che more.’ 


“In Somervile’s CHACE we have pure nature and vivid description, It 
the divine breathings of a Shakespeare, the magnificence of a Byron, or the 
melody of a Moore, be wanting, we have that which will never cloy, ang to 
which we may often turn with pleasure from the contemplation of more daz. 
zling beauties. He was a practical sportsman, and wrote from his own Der- 
sonal knowledge, which is not always the case with those who ‘make books’, 

“Many a heart-rending tale of moving accidents by flood and filed has 
been given to the world by a man who never migrated five miles beyond the 
precincts of Cockaigne; full many a perilous voyage on the boisterous ocean, 
shipwreck on a desert island, &c, been patched up and drawn tears of pity 
from lovely eyes, for a writer, whose most dangerous excursion has been a 
two-hours’ trip in a sailing-boat at Brighton. Somervile was none of these; 
he had seen, and joined in, what he so well portrays, and his poem bears the 
stamp of real ore, so difficult to be imitated by the ignorant. He ig indeed 
the Sportsman’s own Poet; and I cannot do better than conclude his memoir 
in the WORDS of a poet:— 

‘Veteran of Sport; whilst we are free, 
‘Thou canst not pass away; 

‘Thy spirit still amidst our glee, 
‘Shall light the sportsman’s day; 

‘Within our hearts its pride shall be 
‘Impervious to decay. 


‘Father of heroes! fare thee well; 
‘The sculpture on thy tomb 

‘Shall fade away ’neath Time’s cold spell 
‘Decay’s unsparing doom; 

‘But those WE cherish none shall tell 
‘Have ever ceased to bloom’.”’ 


This biography, written in the flowery style which was prevalent at that 
time, gives, I think, a better picture of Somervile’s life than any that has yet 
been written. It was, as I say, first published over one hundred years ago, 
and so far as I know, has never been reprinted. Prolix and eulogistic as it 
is, it would lose much of its interest if the frequent quotations and fine 
phrases were excised, and I have therefore ventured to give it in full in the 
hope that it will prove of interest to the sportsmen of today.

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BLOOD WORMS 
And What To Do About Them 





(Editor’s Note: The following 
treatise was written by Dr. R. D. 
Conely, Widely known veterinarian 
of Lima, Pa.) 





Strongyles or Palisade Worms of 
the horse, often called Bloodworms, 
live in the large intestines of the 
horse attached to the mucous mem- 
pranes lining the intestines and are 
often present in large numbers. They 
are round worms, greyish white or 
red in color and vary in length from 
1-4 to 2 inches. The adult worms 
eause considerable damage but the 
immature or larval worms which en- 
ter the blood stream cause even 
more. These immature worms give 
rise to the common name of “Blood- 
worms.” 

The adult worms attach to the 
wall of the large intestines and suck 
their nourishment from the blood 
thus causing anemia. They repeated- 
ly change their points of attachment 
leaving numerous small sores’ or 
ulcers which frequently give rise to 


intestinal disturbances such as en- 
teritis or SEVERE COLIC. These 
numerous small punctures of the 


intestinal lining also cause repeated 
hemorrage. They allow a means for 
bacteria to get into the circulation 
causing systemic disturbances such 
as abscess formation, septic arthritis 
or joint disease and LAMENESS. Oc- 
casionally this worm is found in 
other structures and organs of the 
body. It may be found in the scrotum 
of horses at the time of castration. 
In horses not castrated, it may 
cause damage to the testicles and 
other gland structures of reproduc- 
tion and may reduce BREEDING 
EFFICIENCY. 

The immature worms of 
are even more dangerous than the 
adult worms. They burrow into the 
intestinal lining causing worm cysts 
which may result in the formation 
of uleers. When these cysts become 
numerous, they cause a thickening 
of the intestinal walls and IMPAIR 
DIGESTION. Upon autopsy of horses 
that have died following an attack 
of parasitic INDIGESTION, literally 
thousands of these cysts and small 
ulcers will be found in the mucous 
membrane lining the large  intes- 
tines. The larvae also secrete a toxin 
or POISON which causes several 
BLOOD DISEASES as well as gener- 
al NUTRITIONAL DISTURBANC- 
ES. These larvae enter the blood 
stream and attach to the large blood 
vessels. They cause dilations of the 
blood vessels at the point of attach- 
ment. These dilations impede the 
circulation of blood and may cause 
INTERMITTENT LAMENESS. Such 
a dilation of a blood vessel wall is 
a weak spot and may rupture caus- 
ing sudden death. The larvae _ fre- 
quently blocks a blood vessel supply- 
ing the intestines shutting off the 
blood and causing a severe type of 
COLIC which again often results in 
DEATH. The larvae may also. be 
carried by the blood stream to other 
organs of the body where they may 
cause considerable damage. 

Many horses are infested with 
Strongyles and the disease condi- 
tions caused by them are common. 
On some large breeding farms as 
Many as 100 percent of the horses 


larvae 


have been found to harbor’ these 
worms. 
SYMPTONS 
Many horses harbor’ Strongyles 


Without showing visible symptoms. 
Frequently, horses in good health 
and flesh become sick and die in a 


few hours and upon autopsy it is 
found that Strongyles was the 
cause of the trouble. In mild cases, 
there are few symptoms other than 
a lack of VIGOR or VITALITY. In 
more severe cases, the horse may 
become WEAK and FATIQUBE, is in- 
creased. The hair coat may become 
dull and lusterless and the eyes and 
gums may become pale indicating 
ANEMIA. The appetite may or may 
not become poor, with accompanying 
loss of weight. There may be inter- 
mittent attacks of INDIGESTION 
and COLIC. A DEPRAVED APPE- 
TITE such as gnawing fences should 
suggest the presence of worms. In 
severe cases, DIARRHEA and@ 
EMACIATION may be present. It 
must be remembered however, that 
often the best looking horse in a 
group may DIE suddenly from an 
infestation with Strongyles. 
DIAGNOSIS 
Strongyles produce eggs of 
roscopic size. They are discharged 
into the intestinal tract of the horse 
and pass out in the feces. A micro- 
scopic examination of the feces by a 
competent veterinarian will show 
the presence of these eggs. A horse 
with a heavy infestation of Strongy- 
les will show a large number of eggs 
and a horse with a light infestation 
will show a small number of eggs. A 
diagnosis of Strongyles may also be 
made by seeing the adult worms in 


mic- 


the feces with the naked eye. The 
worms are from 1-4 to 2 inches in 


length and greyish white or red in 
color. Frequently however, a horse 
may be heavily infested with 
Strongyles and still show no signs of 
the adult worms in the feces. The 
general appearance of the horse and 
presence of any of the above symp- 
toms should suggest the presence ot 
Strongyles.

Robert Chambers’ Copper Queen was 
eased home, broken down. 


There have been riders who have 
fallen to rise again and win, but so 
far as this department’s records go, 
this is the first instance of a lady ac- 
complishing same, and with a mount’s 
bridle looping over but one ear. Mrs. 
Hunt is well known in the Potomac 
Hunt (Md.) country, having ridden 
frequent winners of point-to-points 
and hunter trials there. But last 
week she rode Dr. R. E. Moran’s 
Metom to win the Dunboyne Chal- 
lenge Race at Potomac, beating Red 
Sailor with his owner up. Metom 
caught cold following this race and 
could not meet his engagement of the 
ladies race at Piedmont. At the last 
minute Mrs. Hunt called Mr. Durant 
II, told him of her plight, asked him 
to let her ride his Red Sailor, whom 
he had acquired from Horace Mof- 
fett’s sale (Marshall, Va.) last sum- 
mer. Mr. Durant II agreed, and 
hasty last minute preparations were 
made, that Mrs. Hunt went to the 
post, to return a winner. 


Miss Judy Johnson, riding Boyd 
Keys’ Locomotive, whom she rode to 
win the ladies race at Potomac only 
to be disqualified for going too short 
a course, cutting a flag, went to the 
front in Red Sailor's race. She led 
to the 3rd, when Locomotive refused, 
carried out Keeline, which sent Cop- 
per Queen, Red Sailor and Miss 
Nancy Hanna on her Gone Away to 
the fore. Both Locomotive and Kee- 
line took the 3rd and Mrs. Winmill 
went on as Miss Johnson went rocket- 
ing to the ground at the 4th, jumped 
off. Thus was the order of the run- 
ning to the 11th, where Gone Away 
went down with Miss Hanna. 


The outstanding event of the day 
was the featured Rokeby Bowl race. 
Of approximately 514 miles, reduced 
by %-mile from last year, and with 
two less fences, 25, this course is as 
delightful a test as ever confronted 
a hunting-hunter-point-to-point-tim- 
ber-horse. It is a long ways. The 
fences are big enough to take jump- 
ing, several are around 4’-0” to 4’-2” 
and there are no rails to be broken. 
The last fence, an in-and-out, leaves 
runners a half mile to the finish, 
(with a ditch and 2 streams to cross, 
before reaching a %4-mile run-in on 
the flat). 


Last year there were 17 starters, 
and the big 60-acre field, next to the 
finish field was deep. The time with 
the extra %-mile was 14:41 1-5. 
This year Indian Duke flashed over 
the ideal going, with but spotty deep 
places, in 12:51, and don’t think 
that this isn’t running! Mrs. Cromp- 
ton Smith’s 3-in-a-row winner Mow- 
gli was scratched, being saved for 
The Louie Leith Cup at Middleburg 
this Saturday, otherwise the favor- 
ites of the card ran as entered. 


True to the form of so many point- 
to-points, this season and last, the 
perennial pacemaker was Portlaw. 
He went to the top, going to the Ist, 


slightly more slowly than last year 
when the field went away so fast, but 
still quickly enough, when Robert B. 


Young, starter, waved them on. As 
they settled into their strides, the 
front-runners soon resolved to Mr. 


T. T. Mott, Jr., on his father’s Port- 
law; Mrs. E. Douglas Prime’s Kitty 
Kidd, winner of the Redland Bowl, 
with Mr. Arnold Scruton up; Mr. 
Oliver Filley, Jr., on his father’s Mae- 
lad, the writer (Gerald B. Webb, Jr.), 
on his Big Charley and Mr. Shea, Jr. 
on Indian Duke. This group alter- 
nated in close order positions back 
of Portlaw and Kitty Kidd for the 
lst turn, with the dozen starters 
wound up in 2 separate divisions, a 
group of 5 within 7 lengths, then a 
group of 5 some half-a-dozen lengths 
away and Philip Connor’s First 
Nighter, Mr. J. S. Harrison up, and 
Dr. Edmund Horgan’s High Pinnacle, 
Mr. Marshall Hughes, up, trailing at 
the half-way mark. 

Going to the 13th, the 1st fence 
the 2nd time around, Portlaw, Kitty 
Kidd, Indian Duke, Big Charley and 
Maelad were on top. Mr. C. N. Bliss, 
Jr., on his Border Warrant, Mrs. 
Amory S. Carhart’s Dilate, Mr. A. A. 
Baldwin up, Mr. T. Beatty Brown 
on his Dunlad, Miss Lillian Chamb- 
ers’ Cautious Tom, Mr. Ridgely W. 
Chambers up, and A. Mackay Smith’s 
Response, with Mr. Edward B. Jac- 
obs up, made up this 2nd group, in 
order. It was good to see the veter- 
an great horseman he is, Mr. Jacobs 
riding. His snowy locks he cannot 
deny, and well he could be a grand- 
father to the winning rider, yet in 
there he was and sending along a 
Queen’s Guild mare, until she failed 
the pace badly for want of fitness. 

It was even the more pleasure to 
be riding with Mr. Jacobs, the father 
of the well known Mrs. George 
Greenhalgh, Jr., noted horse-show 
rider and superlative cross country 
lady herself. He is the man who is 
responsible for my pleasure in re- 
cording many of the good runs with 
Virginia packs and point-to-points of 
the current season from the back of 
Big Charley. He advised the writer 
of the opportunity of obtaining this 
horse a year ago last December, said: 
“T hope you have fun with him, but 
I don’t want you to get hurt.’’ 


Well with the Ist and 13th fence 
behind us (this was a hard fence for 
Big Charley and your scribe, for 
there it was that we were grounded 
last year in the Rokeby Bowl when 
he never took off), Kitty Kidd and 
Portlaw were still in the van, out 
there just skipping. Mr. Mott, Jr., 
skims close to the flags, saves 
ground on his turns—am frank to 
wonder why so many riders go so 
wide on their turns. Mr. Mott, Jr., 
almost missed a flag after the 5th, 
the ist in-and-out, then a call from 
one of his contenders set him 
straight. Otherwise he went’ the 
shortest you could measure the lay- 
out. Mr. Scruton likewise lost a few 
lengths, following the 19th when 
out on top, but was quick to recover. 

On the whole the entire first flight 
fenced faultlessly. Portlaw, Kitty 
Kidd, Indian Duke and Maelad 
searce laid a toe. My ride was not so 
smooth. Four times Big Charley had 
fences blanked before him with 
horses in front of him, and a 5th 
time, the 12th, he hit almost as hard, 
and but for that 5th leg he’d gone 
sprawling. At the 18th Mr. Filley, 
Jr., and I had a laugh when Big 
Charley over jumped himself, tip- 
ping his nose almost to the turf. 
Going to the 19th Mr. Brown and 
Mr. Bliss made a bit of a drive, but 
dropped back. 


Then it was that Mr. Shea, Jr., son 
of the noted horseman, show-ring-

swung to the in-and-out over the 
sand-clay road for the final time gs 
the War Whoop—Duchess Clovelly 
6-year-old gelding, purchased by 
John Shiff from the Winmill digpep. 
sal and later sold to James MceCop. 
mick, who prepared him for this 
race, forged to the leaders. Over the 
in-and-out, Kitty Kidd was on top 
Portlaw was 2nd, Indian Duke was 
3rd, and followed by Big Charley, 
Maelad, Dilate and Border Warrant, 


Mr. Mott Jr., was cutting away 
with his bat going down through the 
deep field to the final in-and-ont, 
the 24th and 25th. Kitty Kidd was 
being urged strongly and Indiay 
Duke was nicely placed. Maelad was 
going to the leaders strongly, but 
rated. Indian Duke and Kitty Kigg 
hooked up almost  head-and-head 
through the in-and-out, and went on 
to cross the ditch in this manner, ag 
Maelad preceded Big Charley an 
Portlaw, the latter pair on_ eyen 
terms. As we landed over the out, 
Kitty Kidd and Indian Duke were 
seen to be taking the ditch together 
and Maelad was also swung out to 
take it squarely. Portlaw was left 
behind as Big Charley’ was _§ sent 
along and then chanced at a sharp 
diagonal, across the widest part of 
the ditch, the short way next to the 
flag, but he made it, gaining lengths, 
He continued to close ground, 
through the final two creek runs, 
flashed past Kitty Kidd coming up 
the rise to the level stretch finish, 
and then could be seen as fine a bit 
of riding from two keen young fel- 
lows as you'll ever want to watch 
again. 


They weren’t tired; they both 
turned their sticks, and both horses 
lengthened their strides with each 
cut. I was frankly too tired to use 
my whip, anyhow Big Charley seem- 
ed to be giving his living best in 
the gamest way and closing ground, 
until but 6 or 8 lengths were re 
maining and there was Mr. Danny 
Shea, Jr., riding his 1st winner, in 
his 2nd cross-country effort. This 
young man is destined to be a lead- 
ing gentleman rider, if he but con- 
tinues this brand of riding. He has 
the ability ‘to stay cool, ride off the 
pace and then the strength in the 
end to gather a horse and drive him 
in a finish. The same may be said 
for Mr. Filley, Jr., whose actual fit- 
ting to ride this race was rowing at 
school, 


The first 3 horses finished very 
strongly. Jimmy Brown, stable-man- 
ager of Mr. Filley’s hunter establish- 
ment did a grand job _ preparing 
Maelad, 8-year-old son of Wise 
Counsellor—Cassie, by Imp. Pandion, 
secured as a 3-year-old from Arthur 
White. He accomplished this fitting 
without a race. Mr. McCormick, who 
rode Indian Duke to win the heavy: 
weight trophy in the Middleburg 
Bowl, also is to be congratulated on 
the condition of the winner. He ob- 
tained Indian Duke from Mr. Shiff, 
who had traded for a bigger horse, 
and sold him to Mr. Hoge who had 
great fun last season, getting sever 
al of the busters on his War Whoop 
gelding with Middleburg Hounds. 


Twelve started and 12 finished, 
although the stragglers were badly 
blown. Cautious Tom all but came 
to grief at the 18th, refusing, slid- 
ing into the fence, but got the 
course, First Nighter tied up badly, 
all but failed to negotiate the 25th.

1. The young rider would 
what to practice.
